The Srhmedjcj have dune eierv bit of wuii 
from the time the 80ft. -frontage corner bloclt m 
covered with builders rubble 2\ years ago to 
today's perfection of velvety law n,. neat patlp 
and flowery pmfmjon. 

Dim- morning glories Rank the front door. I 
the foreground are red and yellow criosi.

guldt- 

Arross the lawn, behind the two young siUc 
birches, a big flow er -bed against the house h 
a blaie of color with mauve Easter dmisii 
zinnias, ptittinias, grey ghost hush, and big, grace 
fill pink-and-whitc cleomes.

about two inches with river loam. 

He planted seeds nf a special lawn mature In 
consider, ideal for inland areas with cold iviate 
and hot summers. 

All weeds were removed by hand. Mi 
Sehmedje. himself a chemist, considers chernii',,! 
wcedicides too strong for a new lawn. 

Regular cuttings, with 3 hand-mower, plenti 
of water, and no sweeping or raking, thereby 
Irtting the cuttings form a mulch ro protect the 
young grass, contributed to his success. 

Monthly he gives the lawn a light appli 
ration of sulphate of ammonia (a handful to 
3 watering-can). He top-dre.wei it annually with 
blood and lione mixed with light, sandy soil. 

Now that the lawn is more than two yean old 
and has a heavy summer growth requiring tw« 
cuttings 3 week. Mr. Sehmedje takes off the 
grass clippings to use as compost elsewhere. 

But in winter he will again leave the clipping 
on the lawti as a protection against frost.

PINK bedding begonias, which 
will nourish and give color 
under trees, are used extensively in 
the second prize winning garden of 
Mr. and Mrs. J, D. MacFarlanc.

In thU picture the begonias, part of 
a long border with hcuchera, marigokh.

But 
in other parts of the garden, where the 
trees are folly grown and the hegonias

flourish equally well. 

Thr MarFarhneV garden of about { 
arte is less than ten years old. Like 
most (Canberra gardens, it is the part- 
time-only work of husband and wife. 

Mr. M.icParlane feeds his plants with 
compost and a five-in-one mixed fertil- 
iser applied about four rimes a year. 
Ur uses also a soluble artificial fertil- 
iser 31 liquid manure to help the plants 
as they begin to flnwer. 

In Canberra'* hot, dry summer, a 
deep mulch nf grass cuttings .ironed 
annuals and not Loo much cultivation 
are the best ways of retaining moisture, 
thr MacFarlanei say.

STAN LAUREL is 70 now, and he 
suffers from diabetes, and he had 
a paralytic stroke just a few years ago.

In it there it the same tone and accent 
that made many of us cry with laughter 
in the movir theatres twenty years ago. 

It Is not easy to gel an interview with old 
Mr. I jutrl, the English -boni comic with 
the long and innocent {ace who made more 
than 300 Ghns with the fat and joltv Oliver 
Hardy. 

He has no interest in publicity of any 
kind, lie wants to be alone in pris'ary with 
his wife, Ida Katrirm. In fact, he has 
tin iiilrrest— financially — in his old pictures. 

On the phone he said, "Look, I am certain 
it would be most charming to sit and chat 
with you. But I am an old man, a sick man. 
I just haven't the energy.'' 

I pleaded that Australian television view- 
ers have been Falling in love with his old 
comedies; thai he is part of them, and thai 
it would be a terribly nice gesture on his 
prt if he could make the effort and spend 
just ten minutes with me. I had to see him 
in person. 

He hesitated, then with unrspectcd vigor 
exclaimed: "All right, lassie, come on out."

Sn many ol the jnys arc in- 
tangible-just enough to give 
a warm feeling nf satisfaction 
as you crawl into bed after a 
strenuous day, murmuring to 
yourself a verse of that prim 
Victorian hymn, "Something 
attempted, something done, to 
earn a night's repose." 

To guide, console, encour- 
age, and cheer four or five 
little people through the 
wonderlul experience of learn- 
ing to live to the full is a 
privilege which needs to be ex- 
perienced to be fully appreci- 
ated. 

So it would be unreason - 
able for me to rxpect every- 
one just to take my word 
for it, that it is the most 
worthwhile thing in the world 

But when the question was 
put in me seriously, ai it was 
ihe orher day, "Are families a 
luxury?" what could I do hut 
answer: 

"Never i luxury, but a gill 
of greater price, for which 
those who have received it can 
never be sufficiently gratrftll."

PLANNING GUIDE 



• PALE COLORS RECEDE — 

Pale rtilor* make a room larger and lighter. If your 
rooms arc small and dark, you'll find lighter colors 
mosi satisfactory. That does not mean to use while 
alwavs, but a palp lone of the color you like best, 

[f you do use white on your walls (and it's veiv 
popular,, add I bit of the other dominant color in 
your room. For example, if you ljavc a green sofa and 
a green rug. a dash of green in your white paint will 
make it blend, seem to belong. You will still have the 
effect of white, lint without too sharp a contrast. 



• BOLD COLORS ADVAISCE— 

Bold colors seem to bring objects closer to you. 
Reserve deep, bright shades for pieces you want to 
dramatise, for walls that arc a focal point. 



SOME COLORS ARE COOL, SOME 
ARE WARM — 

By and large, the range from yelfow-gTcen through 
blue to violet gives a feeling of coolness. 

The colors from yellow through orange and red to 
red-violet art warm. 

There should be a balance between these. Never 
"do'' a room in all-warm or all-coo] colors. But the 
major colors should compensate for the warmth or 
coolness of the room itself. 



• UNEQUAL AREAS OF COLOR ARE 
MORE PLEASING — 

Plan about two-thirds of your room in varying 
shades of one color, spark it with smaller doses of 
others. 

• LARGE AREAS OF STRONG COLOR 
ARE MORE INTENSE 

When vou are looking at samples, vour eves can 
fool you. ft s always safer to select a paint shade for 
the walk, for example, annul two shades lighter than 
you think you really want. 

• LARGE AREAS OF PALE COLOR 
SEEM TO FADE AWAY— 

Consider deepening them to get the effect you want. 

• ONE DEFINITE PATTERN IS ENOUG1 

Two big, bold patterns in a roum arc confusing, 
and both lose their effect. 

1 his dues not mean that you can't mix patterns — 
provided only one of them is dramatic, the others very 
small, overall or indistinct. 

A soft stripe does not count as a pattern in this 
rule. It tan be used to pick up the colors in a bold 
pattern, emphasise its value. 

Consider the tones of the woods in your room. Dark 
mahogany introduces a strong note, tawny walnut 
blends with lighter colors. Do include these notes.

they are uften found in the same plav. 

The first is the "play-it-for-l.utght" rnm- 
tnten tal writer who knows all the trick*. 

The second Molierr i- lil. str;mgr- man who 
turnrd his nwn >jid life into comedy — his 
illness into "The Imaginary Invalid. 1 ' his 
tragi* marriage into "The School for Wives. 

From oui viewpoint, his pla>s arc badly- 
constructed. Mo! i err is all logic. 

Yet, if we are willing to acfept thr French 
classic idea of a play as an argument, follow- 
ing strict rule*, Moliere is a master. 

The best transbtiuit \s perhaps the Morris I 
bishop version in the Modem Lihrary edition. 
Of the eight play* included there, try: "The 
Stiiool for Wives," "Tartiiffr," "The Misan- 
thrope." "The Would-be Gentleman." There 
are four other rqually major plays, L "The . 
Ml*er," "l)im Juan," "The Imai^inary In- 
valid, " and "The Learned Ladies" Hut none 
of the translations nf these latter plays does 
jnuicr to the vitality oi elegance of Moliere.
